Echoes of a

SAN FRANCISCO - (PNS) 
A century a3g80，San Francisco 
abounded in lurid tales of 
Chinese women Sold into pro- 
stitution to Serve both Asian 
and Caucasian customers in 
notorious Chinatown brothels. 

Now，in the wake of the 
first-ever FBI crackdown on 
a Taiwanese prostitution ring 
operating in Several major US 
cities，Some 550 women from 
Taliwan arce in jail pending 
trial or deportation on 
charges of prostitution. 
Interviews with Several of 
these women，most of whom 
Speak no Engllish，have no 
family or friends in the US， 
and hold visas that have 1ong 
Since expirecd， echo themes 
Straight out of the mid-1800's. 

Recrulited in Taiwan with 
promises that they would 
Strike it rich in the US，most 
palid Small fortunes for their 
passage here -- only to find 
themselves often mired 1n 
debt，seeking out small wages 
as prostitutes，and fearful of 
returning home empty 
hanmrded.

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CONFLICTING POLICIES OF TAIWAN 


The unprecedented decision of the ruling KMT government 
this week to allow its women's basketball team to participate 
in the world cup competition in USSR，a communist country， 
in August has been favorably received among Chinese world- 
wide It is indeed a breath of fresh air and a major depar- 
ture from its obstinate，self-imposed isolationist posture. The 
foreign ministry explained the ncw policy by stressing the 
need "to Separate politics from sports." 

Apparently the Separation of politics and sports is limited to 
only the basketball games._ Within the Same week，the Taiwan 
government decided not to allow lts ping-pong team to take 
part lin the upcoming Asian tournament to be held in October 
in China. The official explanation is that Taiwan now prohi- 
bits any contact between China and Taiwan， 


Such 8laring inconsistency within the same week defies 

cexplanation. Unfortunately， nconsistency seems to be a 
standard practice rather than an exception. For example， 
when Taiwan decided last month to negotiate directly with 
China，for the first time since 1949，for the_ release and 
rcturn of its defected Boeing 747 cargo plane and two of its 
three-man crew，the Taiwan government said it did so for 
"humanitarian reasons.” However，when the People's Republic 
of China (PRC) offered last week to help Taiwan resolve the 
conflict between Taiwan and Argentina over the _ attack on 
Taiwan's fishing trawlers and capture of their fishermen 
becausce Argentina refused to deal with the Taiwan govern- 
ment for lack of formal diplomatic relations，the Taiwan 
government flatly rejected the offer、Since Taiwan now main- 
tains no diplomatic relations with most of the _ countries ,in the 
world，it has not been able to handle conflicts over fishing 
rights. As a result，in the past few years，no lcss than 95 
Taiwanese fishing boats have been captured in Several coun- 
tries and no less than 132 crewmen have been detained indefi- 
nitely， What is the difference _ between the two pilots of the 
cargo plane and the 132 fishermen? Is there no justifiable 
ground for humanitarian_ consideration in the case of the 
fishermen2? 
- Another example of 8glaring inconsistency also suifaced 1last 
week when Taiwan'"s membership in the International Sheriffs 
Organization was abruptly terminated because the Taiwan 
government rcfused to accept its_ continued membcrship under 
a ncw title，"Taiwan，China," to accommodate the new mem- 
ber，PRC.、 Yet，Taiwan agreed this week to allow its women 
basketball team to go to Moscow under the title of "Chinese 
Taipei”Curiously，when Taiwan was forced to change its seat 
in the Asian Development Bank in March to "Taipei，China," 
the 8overnmcnt decided not to _ accept it， But instead of 
withdrawing its membership from the bank，Taiwan，to the 
Surprise 0f member nations，decided to stay in，but to boycott 
its meetings. 

Similarly，whenever Taiwan's small businesses defy the ban 
on trade with China，they are prosecuted and penalized Sev- 
erely.， Yet，when big businesses openly trade with China 
through third parties，they are given explicit permission to do 
S0. 

We think the Taiwan government deserves commendations 
and Support for some of its policy changes. However，we 
think policies must be unambiguous and most importantly， 
conslstently applied. Conflicting signals give rise to 
speculations that no one person or body is in charge. 

As Chinese Americans，we are cncouraged by Some of the 
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ASIAN LANGUAGES IN SCHOOLS 


1he decision of the Oakland Unified School District to 
begin teaching Asian languages is indeed welcome news.Eor 
too long，our public school system and its curricula acted as 
if European languages and_ cultures were the only ones worthy 
of transmission from one 8generation to another， The other 
major languages _ and cultures were treated as if they did not 
exist Or were inferior to the European ones. 

Just as arrogant and repressive were the way we denigrated 
and Suppressed the living minority languages and cultures in 
our midst and instilled shame and guilt upon bearers of 
non-European languages and cultures. 

Ironically，as the center of gravity for world economic and 
political power Shifts from Europe to Asia and as the US 
finds itself increasingly involved in East Asian countrieSs，Wwe 


find ourselves 8grossly inadequate and ill-prepared to deal with ， 


the new global realities， Even as we bccome increasingly 
aware 0f these realitiecs，we seem to forget that we do have in 
our midst a wealth of knowledge，resource and talent among 
Our East Asian American population. 

Instead of cultivating and capitalizing this wealth，we have 
done our utmost to ignore and indeed，to destroy it with our 
blind，Eurocentric arrogance and racism.，， A case in point js 
the way we treat bilingual people and _ education. 

The decision in Oakland is the first step toward correcting 
our past mistakes. We congratulate the Oakland Board “of 
Education for taking this historic step， Our hope is that the 
San Francisco Board of Education and others will soon do 
1ikewise. ， 

Along the Same line of reasoning，we strongly Support the 
bill introduced recently by state Sen， Gary Hart (D-Santa 
Barbara) to provide leadership and incentive to _ California 
public schools committed to _ the _ instruction of foreign 1an-

Using the informa- 
tion 8g8athered prior to and 
during the raid，they have 
pieced together a picture of a 
family-run  _ network which 
Tecruited women in- Taiwan 
to work in family-controlled 
houses jin San Erancisco， 
Denver and New York. 

FederaI oktkicralsya also 
appear to be threading 
together an alleged _ network 
of broader connections with 
United Bamboo members in 
other _ cities. The case is 
based on a maze 0f testimo- 
ny and police _ reports just 
beginning to emerge 3S docu- 
ments arec Unsealed and made 
public. If their efforts prove 
Successful it will be the first 
evidence of the United Bam- 
boo establishing itself in the 
Bay Area. 


Included in investigation 
documents are early refer- 
ences to Wang's alleged 
involvement with other 
houses of prostitution -in New 
York._ In a September 18， 
1985 memorandum Wang is 
said to have allegedly sent a 
"Taiwanese girl to a house in 
New York and another girl 
to0 3 massage parlor. This

cide there." 


BAMBOO LINK 


Later，police make direct 
references to United Bamboo 
connection with Wang and 
Yee. In a February 1，1986 
memorandum referring to a 
Iassage and out-call massage 
service application at 1324 
Grant Avenue._ "This is the 
Same location of the United 
Bamboo house of prostitution 
operated by Rwei Jung Yee 
and Hung C.， Wang.…” states 
thbe memorandum. 

The United Bamboo Gang 
has been identified as having 
US operations in New York， 
Los Angeles，Houston，as well 
as other cities Unofficial 
Sources estimate the gang has 
nearly 50,000 members inter- 
nationally，and acts as 8a 
unofficial enforcement arm 
of Taiwan's military govern- 
ment， 

Regarding the alleged. 
national prostitution network， 
taped police interviews with

Interviews _ conducted prior 
to misdemeanor Sentencing by 
San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Lillian Sing reveal 
four women caught between 
economlic hardship and desire 
to _ protect their reputations. 
Their storics change from 
professed innocence about 
prostitution activities in 
transcripts of taped police 
interviews made immediately 
after their arrests，to open 
admissions _ during an inde- 
pendently conducted inter- 
view_ about their .Tecruitment 
in Iaiwan， the _ amount 
earned for Sexual services，to 
instruction about preventing 
pregnancy and disease. The 
other two women arrested in 
the Same Taid were convicted 
of felonies and placed on 
court probation.

one to _ three customers per 
day，with payment for each 
service Set at -9$80 -- the 
women earning 9$42 of the 
fee. 


ROSE PAK 


"In my 19 years in the 
Chinese community，I have 
only Seen one prostitute in 
Chinatown,” Said Rose Pak， 
consultant to the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce. "Pro- 
stitution hasn't fared well in 
Chinatown,” Said Pak，notinag 
it has a _ difficult time flour- 
ishing in the small，close-knit， 
hard-working Chinatown com- 
munity. The nearby avail- 
ability of prostitutes in the 
Broadway and Tenderloin 
areas also discourages prosti- 
tution in Chinatown. 

Pak believes the recent 
crackdowns on the sex indus- 
try in Taiwan may have 
prompted the importation of 
Taiwanese women to San 
Francisco -- possibly to See 
if the prostitution market in 
the US is profitable. She

TOO EARLY 


It's too early to talk about 
any connection with the 
United Bamboo Gang,” Said 
Gang Task Force Inspector 
John McKenna，whose depart- 
ment worked in cooperation 
with agents from_ the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization 
Service，the Internal Revenue 
Service， the FEederal Strike 
Force and San Francisco 
Police and District Attorney 
to investigate Wang's activites 
-- _ leading to his .arrest. 
Before referring questions to 
Assistant District Attorney 
Christopher Nedeau，. also 
Serving 3aSs thc Federal Strike 
FEorce ， prosecutor， MCcKenna 
added ,that anything “with a 
profit-motive would be of 
interest to gang members -- 
from prostitution to forging 
passports. Nedeau did not 
return East/AYest calls. 

"To my client the United 
Bamboo gang is something 
he's seen in the papers," said 
criminal attorney Brian Getz， 
representing Wang. "He has 
n0_ contact with any of the 
principals who have been 
identified. No involvement"

"IT can'"t complain about the 
treatment we received,” She 
Said.

Sometimes the 
madam would take us on out- 
ings.” According to Tang， 
the women were instructed as 
to how to prevent pregnan- 


ciecs and venereal diseases. 


However， with the recent 
arrestSs，Tang'Ss plans to make 
enough money to start 3 
small business in Taiwan in 
order to _ better provide for 
herself and her Seven-yecar-0ld 
Son have been dashed. Her 
hope now is to Somehow 
return to Taiwan with her 
Teputation intact. 

In the 185$0's，young Chi- 
nese women .were brought to 
California as indentured 
prostitutes to Serve 8 predom- 
inantly bachelor Society， 
Sold by poor parents in 
China for $70 to $150，then 
resold in American for $300 
to $1,000 or more，the major- 
iiYWEOEESthecscoEITISRRCarme 
Unaware 0f the contract con- 
ditions that would bind them 
to four or more years of 
hard work as 3a prostitute. 


Most were not able to outlive 
their contracts， given the 
harsh  _ physical and mental 
abuse they suffered as com- 
mon prostitutes durin8g the 
Western frontier days. 

Today，women 1like Liu and 
Tang continue to come to 
work as prostitutes. They 
are no longer bound by writ- 
ten contracts Or Subjected to 
the Same cruelties prevalent 
in the 19th. century，but they 
are still coming for the Same 
reasons -- economic necessity 
and Sexual exploitation by 
prostitution ring leaders who 
seck an easy profit.， (Copy-

Another misconception is 
that "we think that we'll be 
taken on the merits of our 
work，not knowing that this 
other thing is needed. How 
we preSent Ourselves，commu- 
nicate and socialize is some- 
times more important. So it's 
a _ matter Of waking up to 
how others are perceiving US." 


When you're too 
Americanized and 
you go into an 
Asian context, they 
are actually blown 
away。 They think 
you're rude and 
you use people， 
and you're too 
bold. 


What causes even more con- 
flict and misunderstanding 
than an Asian bein8g totally 
Asian in a western Setting， 
Wang continued， is that 
"when you're too American- 
ized and you 8o into an 
Asian context，they are actu- 
ally blown away. They think 
you're rude and you Use 
people，and you're too bold.” 

Her workshops are limited 
to ASians because She discov- 
ered long ago that “when 
you're in an all-ASian Ameri- 
can group， they"ll respond 
much differently than 1if 
there were 3a 1lot of non- 
Asians._ But they do respond， 
because it's 8a Safe environ- 
ment.” The _ optimum number 
of participants- is eight to 
ten; they are usually in their 
20's and 30'Ss，with an equal 
number of men and women. 

At the first meeting，Wang 
sets' the ground rules about 
the lmportance of openness， 


字 


confidentiality，and responsi- 
bility to the group. By the 
third meeting，when they're 
comfortable with each other， 
each participant introduces 
himself while being videot- 
aped. “We'll view the video 
together，and they get to talk 
about . what they Sece、 ”She 
explained, 

Wang，an excellent commu- 
nicator who makes flowing， 
graceful gestures 3aSs She talks， 
believes that "it's harmful to 
adopt one [culture]l and deny 
the other.” One Of her exer- 
cises in adopting western 
behavior is that，at the end 
Of each session，the partici- 
pants "have to 1look at each 
other in the eye and give 
compliments， It'Ss not a USsual 
thing [for Asians]._ You don't 
give compliments， and if 
you'Te given compliments，you 
never Say “'thank you.” You 
deny txOu say Oh noOs 
nO，nO. 

"But to westerners，what it 
will look 1like is，'“ My God， 
this person must really have 
an _ inferiority complex.” So II 
teach people to Say “thank 
YOU.7 


DEAD WOOD 


In the film Di Sum，3a 
Chinese American woman 
refers to Chinese men as 
"dead wood." Wang com- 
mented， "It's .not 3a Spoof. 
Some women definitely feel 
that way.， In this culture， 
minority women have much 
more availability of moving 
through it than minority men 

mainly，of course，because 
the _ culture is run by white 
men. So they"ll always take 
any woman. It doesn't 
matter what color She is So 
they have more optionS: they 
actually can become more 
westernized and more at ease 
Socially than the men， 

"Also what happens is .that 
Asian men，because they tend 
to be Smaller，are thought of 
as less masculine. And what 
you hear，and the way people 
treat you，begins to dampen 
and hamper that _ person?s 
development and self-image. 
As women，what we hear also 
affects our Self-image， bnut 
the ne8gative_ effects are Inore 
Subtle. At any ratce，a gap 
can develop between Asian 
men and Asian women.” 

Two exercises Wang uses to 


raise assertiveness are her 
"no” exercise and her "DESC" 
method. 

The "no” exercise teaches 


people to "lose_ control a little 
bit，and to Say no," recounted 
Wang with a smile， "It's a 
very difficult word to say， 
particularly for Asian Ameri- 
cans. We first say no to the 
wall，then turn to a partner 
and Say no，then get in a 
circle and Say no to each 
other. Then we take a tennis 
racket and one by one hit a

ETILNeEeRn wii 有 bemasIOEOE 
role-playing， she explained. 
"If Someone has a particular 
relationship problem or com- 
munication problem， we'"1l 
Structure it So that there'"s 
one perSon who，after we've 
described the personality，will 
play that person. And the 
Pcrson who's 8got the problem 
will have 3a chance to role- 
play it out，and we'"ll1 learn 
certain techniques of commu- 
nication.” 

To help deal with resent- 
ment，Wang divides the group 
into pairs and asks the par- 
ticipants to take turns "going 
through every resentment 
they can think of. And 
regrets = IJUrepret this 
recgret that. The other 
person can't respond. We all 
mostly need someone to 1is- 
ten，and we'"ll come up with 
OUIT Own healin8g.” 

Wang believes that， by 
making proper choices about 
certain aspects of 1ife，an 
ASsian American has an 
advantage over both Asians 
and- westerners. 

"Asians have that abijlity to 
work with otkers，collectively， 
to Share reSponsibility in a 
task. That's an advantage. 
There'"Ss also an advantage 
that we"re focused， discip- 
lined，hard workers...， But yoU 
have to know also how the 
other Side is perceiving you" 

Full of energy，Sshe looks at 
least five years younger than 
her 43 years，and radiates 
cnthusiasm 3aS she talks abonut 
her work._ She and her hus- 
band，、，Robert Kikuchi-Yngojo， 
now  _ perform together and 
teach in many studios and 
Schools，including Commodore 
Stockton Elementary School 
in Chinatown.

Chinese dancer，Lily Cai，the 
San Francisco Ethnic .Dance 
Festival holds a _ special place 
in her heart. This annual 
festival is regarded by many 
as the "Big Event" for vari- 
ous folk and ethnic dance 
companies and  _ performers 
intent on displaying not 了 ust 
Some intricate movements or 
steps，but sharing and exper- 
iencing different cultural 
roots through -the fascinating 
medium of dance. 

"Whenever 工 present a 
dance for an audience,” said 
the porcelain-complexioned 
Cali，"I want to be able to do 
SO in the best way possible." 
And the  festival， with 
. good staging and lighting and 
technical assistance，helps me 
a lot. It is very professional. 
You don't always find this 
high degree of professional- 
ism in every place that you 
get to perform." 

Lily Cai，1like the 24 other 
dance .companies and soloists 
performing at this year's 
festival， had to undergo 
highliy competitive Screenings 
before a ten-member panel of 
dance ethnologists，folklorists， 
dancers and tcachers， "I am， 
of course，very happy to be 
included in the festival for 
the third straight year and as 
a featured soloist,"” said Cai. 
"It will give me another 
opportunlity to show to the 
American audience a little 
about what Chinese dance is 
all about."

Cai，who performs a dif- 
ferent solo number each year 
at the Eestival， will present 
this time around a Mongolian 
dance. AS described simply 
in the Festival leaflet， it 
"invokes the riding of a 
horse in the wind and the 
Soaring freedom of the eagle."”

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Conference will Spotlight 
Chinas Changing Face 


By AREN RINGUETTE 


SAN FRANCISCO -- More in- 
dividual enterprises are only one 
Sign of the changing face of the 
People's Republic of China, say at 
least two observers of that develop- 
Ing natlon. 

But desplte policy changes that 
are encouraglng Such ventures and 
opening China to the “outside》 
the US and China remain worlds 
apart，according to Dr. Charles 
Hofftman，a research associate at 
the Center for Chinese Studies at 
the UnlversSlty of California at 
Berkeley, and Rhoda Stockwell, a 
layperson active in the Methodist 
Church who recently returned from 
the international gathering of the 
National Councll of Churches of 
Chrlist held in China. 

Hoffman and Stockwell are 
among the guests Scheduled to 
Speak at the Western Reglon Con- 
ference of the U.S.-China Peoples 
Friendship Assoclation. With the 
theme “China: The Challenge of 
Change,， the conference will be 
held June 20-22 at the University 
of San Franclsco's Lone Mountain 
camptus. 

SOCIALIST MODEL 

“People who superficially see 
whats going on in China think 
thatit's goling capltalist;” says HofE- 
mann. In fact, what is happening， 
he exPplains，1s that the govern- 
ment 1S“trylng to develop a new 
socialist model in which the mar- 


- -ket ls given a blgger role than in- 


other soclallist economles. Most 
operations [in Chlina] still are state 
Or collectively owned;”he points 
out, “but there ls more individual 
enterprlise2” 


-People who super- 
ficially see what's 
going on in China 
think that it's 
going capitalist. 


The nation's swelling urban un- 
employment has forced such re- 
forms, explains Hofftmann, who in 
1983 was a Vlsiting professor at the 
Institute for_ Internatlional Eco- 
nomic Managementin Beljing. His

During her recent trip to Par- 
ticlpate In a meeting of Christians 
from some 1S nations，Stockwell 
Says that she, too, noticed more of 
what one Chinese toUIT gulide told 
her were “mom and pop shops2” 
This was in contrast to what she 
observed in 1982-83, when she ac- 
companled her husband，who had 
been invlted to work for the For- 
elgn Languages Press in Beljing， 
to teach English at the National 
Transportation Unliversity. Besldes 
small businesses，9tockwell says 
that during her trip last month， 
She notliced more construction 
under way for housing and hotels 
fortourists. Clothing also was more 
colorful and reflected a Western 
infuence, she SaysS. 

CHRISTIANS 

In the context of her trip, Stock- 
well Says She saw how Chinese 
Christians (esttmated at three mll- 
lion Protestants and three million 
Cathollics) are building thelr 
church. “The church has been 
growing rapldjy since 1979-1980， 
when a relaxation of policies re- 
garding religlonencouraged the re- 
opening of churches”she explains. 
Now therels one Protestant church 
and one Catholic church, she notes， 
Since denomlinations have been 
eliminated. he result is what 
ls called a “post-denominational 
church.” 

As for China overall,， the signs 
are that the sleepy giant is“de-

Hofftmann explains that China ls 
opening UP lts borders to forelgn 
investments. But，he notes，most 
of this infux has resulted in joint 
Ventures，SUch as the state OF co- 
operative Working with forelgn 
capltal Investment. “Even under 
Mao Tse-tung，when talk of the 
ouUtside world was in negative 
terms，there was Increasing trade 
一 although nothing likein the past 
10 years” he says. “Even then， 
trade was increasing to the West 
and declining to the East2 

Within the country, factories are 
one Place Where innovations are 
occurring, Hofftman says. FEactories 
have eight grades for each worker. 
However “now there are Incen- 
tives for those who perform well to 
get more than what they would 
ordinarlly be slated for” he says. 
“There ls an emphasis to lnk a 
reward with performance.”

Concerning the brashness 
Of his character，Yee Said 
Paul was even harsher in the 
original Script Yee Said he 
tried to make the role more 
Sympathetic by an under- 
standing of the character'Ss 
cultural 1imitations.

One of his pet peeves is 
that there aren't more young 
Asian Americans taking the 
acting plunge.
